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SESSION NOTES. 

Orrawa, July 3, ’99. 

The principal event of the past week 

was the re-iteration by Sir Charles 

Hibbert Tupper of the charge of mal- 

administration in the Yukon. As be- 


fore, he consumed a great deal of un- 
necessary time, occupying the after- 
noon end evening of Tuesday, and the 
afternoon of Wednesday. Mr. Sifton 
replied on Thursday afternoon, closing 
at six oclock. The debate was con- 
tinted on Thursday evening and a vote 
was reached about three o'clock on 

Friday morning. While Sir Hibbert 

Tupper cannot be congratulated upon 

his presentation of his case, he certain- 

ly improved his position by becoming 

personally responsible for his demand 

for a judicial investigation, declaring | 
that if certain specific charges were | 
not proven, he was prepared to forfeit | 
his seat in parliament. His case was | 
also strengthened by the fact that the | 
evidence given in a part of the investi- | 
gation held by Commissioner Ogilvie 

was in the hands of the house in | 
printed form. This evidence was of | 
an entirely different nature from what | 
it was at first reported to be, and 
established quite clearly that there had 


been bribe-taking on the part of under 


officials and mismanagement, which 
resulted in the personal profit of some, 
to the disadvantage of others, amongst 
the. higher officiais. 

Hon. Mr. Sifton’s reply was master- 
ly and effective from a strictly parlia- 
mentary point of view, but did not in 
any way dispose of the facts brought 
out in the investigation before Mr. 
Ogilvie. Both he and the premier, 
however, promised. that when the 
whole of the evidence in the Ogilvie 
investigation had been received, if it 
did not seem to be sufficient, or con- 
clusive, a further investigation would 
be granted. Messrs. Mulock and 
Paterson, ministers of post-office and 
customs, spoke -in defence of their 
several departments, against which 
charges of inccmpetence and misman- 
agement had been made, as well as 
against the interior. The vote taken 


was almost strictly a party division. | 


Messrs. MéInnes, Richardson and 
Oliver voted in support of Sir Hib- 
bert’s resolution favoring a judicial 
inquiry, not because they were desir- 
ous of condemning the government, as 
he seemed to be, but because they 
desired to have such an investigation 
as might, if deemed proper, be followed 
by the punishment of guilty officials. 
Their position was that the change of 
officials which had taken place was 
evidence of the government's good 
faith in the matter, but that the 
offences alleged to have been com- 
mitted by the officials were not 
sufficiently punished by mere dismissal 
from, or change of office, such as 
could be the only result of Mr. 
Ogiivie’s investigation, and which re- 
sult had, indeed, in most cases, already 
been reached. A judicial commission 
with authority to punish offences 
proven to have been committed was 
what they considered was required to 
meet the case. 

The extra supplementary estimates 
for the year ending June 30th, 1899, 
allare through, except one or two 
items, which stand for discussion dur- 
ing the present week. A considerable 
part of the main estimates for the year 
ending June 30th, 1900, have been 
passed. The supplementaries for that 
year are not yet down, but are ex- 
pected every day. It was thought 
that the introduction of the redistri- 
bution bill would be a signal for a 
revival of interest in the proceedings 
of the house. This bas rot proven to 
be the case, even during the Yukon 
debate there was a very small attend- 
ance. There seems to be an idea that 
the session is likely to close about the 
end of the month, Sir Charles Tupper 
having declared his willingness to 
hasten the conclusion of business. 

A hitch has occurred in regard to 
the Intercolonial extension which may 
possibly have far-reaching effects.

HUDSON BAY COMPANY. 

The annual report of the Hudson 
Bay Company for the year ending 31st 
May shows a profit of £125,595 Qs, 
lld. as compared with £69,373, 7s. 
9d. last year. This improved condit- 
ion is due to the increase in the price 
of furs; increased profit on general busi- 
ness owing to the late Klondike rush, 
and improved conditions of trade ; and 
larger receipts from the sale of lands 
due to the increase in immigration. 

Adding to the present year’s profits 
the sum of £26,392, 19s. 10d. from last 
year will make a total of £151,968, 9s. 
9d. Out of this sum the payment of a 
dividend of 13s. per share and a bonus 
ot 7s. per share is recommended. 


The committee further recommend 
that a sum of £10,000 be set aside 
from the profits of the year towards the 
formation of a provident fund for the 
employees of the company. 

The quantity of furs sold in January 
and March Jast was considerably small- 
er than in 1898, but, as already observ- 
ed, the prices realized were generally 
higher than those of last year. 

The land accounts show receipts from 
instalments, interest, rents, etc., 
amounting to £37,266, 3s. 3d. as com- 
pared with £25,933, 17s. 4d. for the 
previous year, while the expenditure 
shows an increase of £522, 6s. 4d. 

The farm land sales for the year 
were 61,546 acres for $300,555, aver- 
aging $4.88 per acre, as compared with 
37,923 aeres for $183,870, averaging 
$4.85 per acre in 1897 8, and town lots 
were sold for $26,330, as against $9,- 
174,

ON THE LIARD. 

R. W. V. Vaudin, who, with Oliver, 
Bell and Brooks, all of Edmonton, left 
for the Upper Liard by water a year 
ago last May, writes to J. V. E. Carp- 
enter here from the Liard, near Hell 
Gate, on tne 12th Jan. last. Speaking 
of his trip, M1. Vaudin says they got 


to Simpson on 17th Aug. and started | —— 


up the Liard next day wth three 
other parties, helping each other over 
the rapids, There were 13 men in all. 


He says: “We made good time 
from Simpson up to the foot of the 
first series of rapids, about 30 miles 
up. This place is a wide canon about 
15 miles Jong, and in the stage of 
water at which we struck it is one 
continuous shallow rapid. We found 
Clatworthy stuck here, camped on a 
ledge of rock about as wide as a table. 
It took us 11 days to get through this 


: canon, having to portage our goods 


most of the way, the water being too 
shallow to float a loaded boat. After 
passing this canon it was all plain sail- 
ing as far as Fort Liard, although the 
river was very low, and we had to be 
continually lightening our boat. There 
is one rapid about 30 miles below 
Fort Liard, but we managed to get 
round that all right by going through 
asmall snye. At the Fort we got 
. some fine potatoes grown by a priest. 
© The Fort is a very dilapidated looking 
place, in charge of an old Scotchman, 
(McLeod) and his family. They were 
= very kind to us. There is also a priest 
") there looking after the souls of about 
>= half a dozen Indians. The Chippewa 
>) party, who were with us, broke up 
+ here and three of them joined in with 
© 9 us, the other two going on alone. We 
left Liard on the 29th Sept., passed 
the mouth of the Nelson on the 15th 
Oct., the mouth of the Beaver on the 
20th, and were frozen up on the 24th 
Oct., 28 miles below Toad river. At 
the mouth of the Nelson we met 
several parties coming down on rafts. 
They had come overland by way of 
St. Johns, and having Jost a great 
H many of their horses, decided to take 
to the river. Altogether about 50 
men came down the Nelson. They 
[give different reports about the trail 


F overland. Some say it was good, some 
bad; nearly all agree that it is a very 
fine country and a gooa road could 
very easily be made through it. We 
jheard that a band of cattle had gob 
rough to the Dease by the Peace 
iver route. When we got frozen in the 
nly place in sight fit for camping was 
pn an island. We managed to get the 
boats over there and pulled themashcre. 
We then built shacks, using the boards 
of the boat for flooring, etc., and burn- 
ing the remainder to get the nails out 
pf them. The rest of the time we put 
n making sleighs and toboggans ; also 
unting and trapping. All we got in 
the hunting line was partridges, chick- 
ens and rabbits, of which there were 
lots. In the trapping line we got 
several martin and mink. Had we 
been able to stay longer we would 
have gone inland about 15 miles 
where there is more game. In order 
to set our traps we had to climb hills 
over 1,000 feet high, through deep 
snow, before reaching any kind of level 
ountry, and there being only about 
our hours daylight we had barely 
time to get to the top before it was 
time to be getting back. We started 
up the river on the 12th Dec. and left 
the shack on the 26th. Weare mov- 
Bing our stuff by eight mile shifts, each 
man hauling 150 pounds eight miles 
pach day ; when the trail is good we 
an haul 250 pounds. So far it has 
been cold, most of the time the 
hermometer being from 10 to 30 be- 
ow. Wehad a few warm days in 
December, when we could double our 
ads, and they would pull easier than 
alf the load in cold weather. The 
bermometer went down to 52 below 
e night, but the weather on the 
iole is much the same as at Ed- 
onton, although the snow fall seems 
be heavier, there being over three 
t already. We have prospected as 
Went along, but so far the prospects 


Jhave not been as good as the Sas- 


se at Edmonton. There are 
a few ag camped at Brule 
above Fort Halkett, among Pann hs 
Jack Russell. They took their boats 
through the Devil's portage rapids, 
although the Hudson’s Bay people 
have been telling everybody thet it 
was utterly impossible to get any boat 
through those rapids.” 

In a later letter, dated 27th March, 
Mr. Vaudin states the party arrived 
safely at Mud river trading post, and 
intended to prospect the country 
around there. He states that there 
were about 120 people on the river be- 
low them.

manner and at the same time as the general muni- 
cipal taxes) upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of twenty 
years from the said 1st day of September, 1899, being 
the period during which the said debertures will run. 

4. Saturday, the 29th day of July, 1899, between 
the hours of nine o’clock (standard time) ia the 
forenoon, and five o’clock (standard time) in the 
afternoon, at the Council Chamber in the Town of 
Edmonton, is hereby fixed as the day, hour and 
place for taking the votes of the electors for and 
against this By-law. . 

5. Frederick K. Gibson is hereby appointed 
Returning Oificer and 8t. George Jcilett Deputy 
Returning Officer, to take the votes at the said 
time and place. 

6, Saturday, the 29th day of July, 1899, at the 
hour of six o’clock (standard time) in the afternoon, 
at the Council Chamber, Edmonton, is hereby fixed 
as the time and place when and where the Return- 
ing Officer shall sum up the number of votes given 
for and against this By-law.

W. L. Foote and N. G. Flater, of 
Edmonton, have reached Atlin, and in 
a letter to G. R. F, Kirkpatrick here 
dated 15th. May Mr. Foote speaks 
of their trip and prospects. At the 
time they wert in the railway was 
running only as far as the summit, 20 
miles, so the remaining 22 to Lake 
Bennett had to be made on feot. The 
track is in very poor shape for passen- 
gers. The day before they arrived it 
spread and dumped all the train - over. 
Mr. Foote states that the rails have 
been simply laid on the snow and 
when it melts the result can be imagin- 
ed. They only charge 25 cents : mile. 
In comparison the C. & E. with its 5 
cents is a charitable institution. On 
erriving at the summit nothing but 
snow was to be seen. Mr. Foote 
states: “After waiting several days for 
our supplies we decided to start .for 
Atlin, driving 130 miles over the fol- 
lowing, Lake Bennett, (then a portage 
of one mile,) Windy Arm, Taku Arm, 
Taku Inlet, Lake Tagish to Taku City 
(then a portage of two miles very bad 
travelling and across Atlin Lake (6 
miles). We bought an old moke of a 
horse and a very good set of light bob- 
sleighs and harness for $75 and a bale 
of 120 pounds of hay and 100 pounds 
oats for $13.50 and even then it cost us 
less than if we had hired a freighter, 
and we still have the horse and rig. 
Travelling was very good over the glare 
ice and we made the trip in three and 
a half days. Teams were going 
through the ice all the time but we

mile away from the town, where we 
have our tent pitched and are very 
comfortable. Atlin is hardly anything 
but a mass of tents, population about 
4,000. Another town called Discovery 
has sprung up eight miles away on 
Pine Creek and taken quite a number 
away from here. There are hundreds 
of men without anything really, hang- 
ing around the streets, everyone wait- 
ing for the weather to break up. We 
are going to wait here tiil the lake 
opens or until something turns up 
around here inthe meantime. Every- 
thing is in an awful muddle in the re- 
cording office and the commissioner 
has postponed the opening of the sea- 
son until 15th July. Yesterday was 
the sale of town lots, They averaged 
about $400 on the principal streets and 
no lot will be sold for less than $100. 
As soon as the lake opens we will get 
a boat and prospect around the shores 
for both quartz and placer. The lake 
is over one hundred el long. There 
are lots of men with hardly enough 
grub to keep them until navigation 
opens, and there is lots of stealing go- 
ing on.”
